Under his plans the whole 
nation is concentrating to 
strengthen the army. A mil- 
lion women, commanded by 
women officers, are projected 
to form a vast industrial 
force working for the Father- 
land, and 
replacing men 


needed for the army. 


Americans who left Ber- 


lin with Ambassador Gerard 
were deluged with thousands 
of requests for food 
from 


their supplies. One offer was 
ten marks, (about £2.50) for 
a pound of fats from the em- 


bassy store. 


One German physician ask- 


ed an American family 
to 


give him his pay for medical 
services 
in food—not 
in 


money. 


It is jokingly remarked in 


Berlin that there ought to be 


two new kinds of asylums— 
meaning for those persons 
crazy enough not to cheat in 
the food distribution system 
and for those who are insane 
enough in their cheating to 
cheat too mnch. 


The police are powerless to 


stop most of this graft be- 
cause it is the influential Ger- 
mans who are the greatest 
offenders. 
But the 
graft 


does not stop with the influ- 
ential citizens. 
Food 
deal- 


ers interchange their wares. 
Friends of magistrates get 


extra cards. Food cards are 
stolen. 


The recent cold spell in 


Germany—the most

Salvation Army had gone to the relief of a family in dire situation 
from disease and destitution, caused well nigh innumerable calls to 
*e made on the bureau of community service to explain whylhis case 
was handled by the Army end not by it. 


Not speaking either officially, or of knowledge, we can see 


where three sufficient explanations might be made, any one or all 
tompletely satisfactory. In the first place as we assume the most 
likely the bureau may not have known of tho case. Or it may 
havo known the Army had it ia hand; in which event it was neither 
right, nor advisable it should interfere. Lastly, the 'bureau has been 
in existence for but a little over two weeks and it is riot, in reason, 
to be expected it is sufficiently organized to be working smoothly 


" «nd to th'e highest efficiency. If one but had a fair conception of 


the work already presented to it, he might well wonder how it was 


- to stagger forth with appreciable results. 
' 


We do not regard this incident of importance, except that it 


offers justification for setting out briefly -what aims the bureau has 
in object and what each citizen should do as his part in helping it 


- to the largest measure of success. In the first place,, let it be under- 


•tood the bureau has neither the purpose nor desire to put any 
organization out of business, unless that organization desires to- 
Moalgamate with and turn its work over to the control of the bureau. 
II anysoeiety, or individual chooses to take over the care and help 
of any'in want, that, of course, is its business, its right, in which the 
bureau will not interfere. All it asks is that it may be informed of 
the ritnatioifso that there may be no useless duplication of work and 
no imposition practiced. 'It could and would take over, willingly, 
-•the relief work of the Salvation Army, but it ean not tak'e over the 
organization itself, because its constitution specifically provides it 
lhall not' ally, itself with any sectarian ,or religious organization. It 
must hold to two main objects, rendering immediate relief and 
lending help and direction to individuals and families to become self- 
•upporting. Incidentally it will seek to secure better housing con- 
ditions for the poor, promote knowledge and precautions that will 
offer more bars against disease and provide wholesome surroundings 
«nd conditions for children. Briefly, it will labor for a better citi- 
lenthip, a healthier community and a brighter and better town. 


A> for the citizen he should esteem it his privilege 
and' - his 


duty to inform the bureau at once, not waiting to see if it finds out, 
of those needing help and situations effecting individual, family 
and commuriity welfare that need attention. 


With this understanding and this co-operation, the bniean can, 


we feel confident, proceed soon to the highest'effectiveness in the 
great work it has set out upon.

ORDINANCE 
NUMBEK 2381 


To provide for the government 


and protection of the sewerage 
system of the City of Portsmouth, 
Ohio, and to inflict fines and 
penalties for the violation of same. 


BE IT ORDAINED by the 


Council of the City of Portsmouth, 
State of Ohio, as follows: ' 


SECTION I. That it shall be 


unlawful for any person, persons, 
association, firm or corporation to 
tap into a Storm Sewer, a Sani- 
tary Sewer, or a sewer of the com- 
bined type of the sewerage system 
belonging to the City of Ports- 
mouth, Ohio, or in any way drain 
into or use said sewers for private 
nse unless such person, persons, as- 
sociation, firm or corporation shall 
have first paid for and received a 
permit for a tap and right to nse 
said sewers from the Director of 
Public Service according to the 
schedule of rates provided by Or-. 
dinanca for such purposes. And 
any person, or persons not employ 
ed by the said City, or ex-em- 
ployees of said City, who furnishes 
information to the said Director 
of Public Service of any such il- 
legal act of tapping or using said 
sewers, may receive as his or her 
compensation for said informatior 
not to exceed 25 percent of any 
amount received by said Director 
of Public Service as a result of 
such information for said illegal 
tap arid illegal use of said sewers 
and the amounts to be paid to 
said informant or informants un- 
der said 25 per cent to be left to 
the direction of the Director of 
Public Service, is hereby author- 
ized to make such payments out 
of the amounts so recovered 
as 


aforesaid. 


SECTION n. Any p e r s o n 


found guilty of such unlawful 
practice of tapping or using said 
sower or sewers without having 
first paid for and obtained a per- 
mit for said tap and right to use 
said sewer or sewers, shall, upon 
conviction, be fined not less than 
$5.00 nor more than $50.00 and 
shall -pay the cost of prosecution 


I and each and every day that such 
unlawful practice is continued 
shall constitute a separate of- 
fense. 


SECTION m. This Ordinance 


shall'take effect and be in force 
from and after the earliest periqd 
allowed by law.

into or use said sewers for private 
use unless such person, persons, as- 
sociation, firm or corporation shall 
bave first paid for and received a 
permit for a tap and right to use 
iaid Sewers from the Director of 
Public Service according to the 
schedule of rates provided by Or- 
dinance for such purposes. And 
any person, or persons not employ- 
ed by the said,City, or ex-em- 
jloyees of said City, who furnishes 
nformation to the said Director 
of Public Service of any such il- 
egal act of tapping or using said 


J sewers, may receive as his or her 
compensation for said information, 
not to exceed 25 percent of any 
amount received by said Director 
of Public Service as a result of 
such information for said illegal 
tap and illegal use of said sewers 
and the amounts to be paid to
